Arrives at Khartoum—Has Fia- 
ished His Book.

Khartoum,Mar. 14—Theodore Roose- 
velt has arrived in civilization. It was 
five o’clock when he landed on the 
ateps of the station, still attired in 
the khaki garb he had worn in the 
jungle. This was due to the non-ar- 
rival of his civilian clothes. 

As is characteristic of all Roosevel- 
tian events, his arrival at this point 
on time and the details was pictur- 
esque.

Winnipeg, March 14.—Lieutenant 
B. B. Pryce-Jones, of the Roy’ 
Welsh Fusiliers of the British army, 
was pulled off the Sco train last night 
because the immigration officer did 
not regard him as a suitable person to 
enter the United States. 

Mr. Pryce-Jones has been spending 
a holiday of some six weeks in Can- 
ada, principally in the Rockies, en- 
joying skating, snowshoeing and other 
sports, and he proposed to visit some 
friends. in Chicago, which his ticket 
aliowed. But he was not informed 
that he had to go and be examined 
at the United States immigration 
office. 

Mr. Pryce-Jones said it was an un- 
pleasant close to what had been. a 
very jolly holiday in Canada, the 
awkwardness of the incident being in- 
creased by the fact that he was ob- 
liged to alight from the train at the 
C.P.R. depot, while there was not 
time to secure his baggage.

Pryce-Jones, who contésted © Mont- 
gomery Boroughs, a Welsh seat, at 
the general election and was defeated 
by thirteen.

Miller's Measure After Naval 
Bill. 


Ottawa, Mar. 14—The House of Com- 
mons apent the day discussing a 
couple of private bills, both invelv- 
ing the question of inter-power rights. 
Practically the whole afternoon was 
taken up with a fight over the act to 
incorporate the Nelson River Railway 
company, which was opposed on the 
ground that the object of the mromot- 
ers js nto get control of the water pow- 
ers on the Nelson and Saskatchewan 
rivers. The bill went through with- 
out a vote, however, shortly before 
six o'clock. 

Even more determined opposition 
was offered to a bil to incorporate the 
8t. Lawrence Power company, which 
proposes to develop water power at 
Long Sault rapids. It was claimed 
that the companies would control the 
power and navigation cf the St. Lawr- 
ence river, 

Early iin the day Hon. W, 8. Field- 
ing, minister of Sinance, dectined to 
make any statement as to the tarifi 
negotiations on the ground that the 
time had not yet arrived when it was 
advisable to make «© public statement. 

French to Visit Unofficially. 

Silr Frederick Borden, minister of 
militia, was in the House after a 
fortnight’s illness, and Gerald V. 
White, North Renfrew, utilized the op- 
portunity to ask the minister of mi- 
litia regarding the proposed visit of 
General] Sir John French to Canada 
next summer for whom it has been 
stated a military review was to be 
held at Petewawa. Mr. White drew 
attention to a cablegram from Lon- 
don, duted March 8, in which it was 
said that in the British House ef Com- 
mons it had been announced that Sir 
John was going to Canada to advise 
on organization of the militia forces, 

Sir Frederick Borden replied that 
he was not aware that there was to 
be any such assemblage of troops at 
Petewawa during the summer, but 
there would be a larger number than 
last wear. Sir John French was ex- 
pected to vieit Canada unofficially, but 
with a view of seeing as much as he 
could of Canada’s militia tin camps 
and otherwise. He was extremely glad 
to have such a distinguished sgldier 
visit this country and he had thought 
it would ‘be in the interests of the force 
that they should give him every facil- 
ity for seeing Canadian militia. 

Supplementary Estimates. 

Supplementary estimates for the 
current year amounting to $2,302,117 
were tabled by Hon. Mr. Fielding. Of 
this $1,718,650 is chargeable to consoli- 
dated fund and $500,300 to capital, 
while the rest covers “unprovided 
items.’’

This probatly 
means that the fight over the bill in 
the House will“ommence just before 
or soon after the Easter adjournment. 
It is doubtful if any lengthy recom- 
mendations will be made to the House 
either by supporters or opponents of 
the bill in committee. In the House, 
however, opponents of the measure 
will move amendments with the ob- 
ject of allowing bookmaking, but lim- 
iting the length of track meeting, 
advertising of tips, ete. 

Mr. Miller is quite optimistic as to 
the ehiances of the bill getting through 
the House. He said if the House ad- 


opts the bill by a good majority the | 


Senate will not decline to pass it, nor 
will it seriously alter its provisions.

Superintenddnt Stewart made a report 
of the work dlveady done on the new 
grounds. Grading and levelling done to 
date had cost J brushing and 
cutting of wood and timber had cost 
$2,178.43, a total of $5,121.95. Revenue

96. Mr. Stewart reported the track to bs 
two-thirds finished and trees and stumps 
all removed from the grounds, The un- 
derbrushing on the park was all done.

Famous ‘Frenth Aviator Will Leave

France, where the Wrights wont 
bother him. Paulhan, unknown to 
his backer, purchased a ticket carly 
today for passage on a French liner 
leaving Thursday. 

When Mr. Cleary met the french- 
man in the corridor of the Hotel 
Knickerbocker at noon, and asked him 
if he thought the wind was propitio 
for a flight, Paulhan turned on his 
hee! and walked away. Ten minutes 
| eter Cleory learned through Paulhan’s 


rc ussistant that the bird man was 


through with the Jamaica race track 
and that he was going away on the 
steamer Thursday. 

It was something of a shock to 
Cleary, although he had been led dur- 
ing his dealings with the rather  in- 
tractible Peulhan to expect most any- 
thing. The backer, according to his 
statement tonight, had lost some $64,- 
000 before his arrival here last week. 
Instead of ‘being able to recoup his 
losses, Cleary, according to his esti 
mate tonight, is yow a loser to the 
extent of 983,000 through his experi- 
ence with the French aviator.

If” andiscovered or un- 
treated, they generally result in per- 
manent damage to the child’s health | 
and often shorten his life. 

2. By removing the causes of back- 
wardness in the sickly and slow 
pupils it facilitates the progress of 
the healthy and quick pupils. It 
therefore adds much to the effective- 
ness of the teachers’ work, 

3. By the early diagnosis of infec- 
tious ond’ cénffigious diseases, it pro- 
tects the well children from those’ in- 
fectious diseases which spread from 
the sick to the well. 

4. It also redets on the children who 
are too Young ts attend school, giving 
them the benefit of better hygiene in 
their associates who go to school, and 
ulso proteéting them against contag- 
ious diseases 80 Often carried home | 
by school children. 


5. It dacilitates the ineuleation of 
personas hygiene and its practice by 
the child; this is of imanediate bene- 


fit to him and also gives him good 
habits of hygiene which are Of value 
_to him all his life. 
6. It alse secures a full observance 
of pau health measures. 

The money and labor expended 
in " pedical school inspection adds to 
the comfort, health and lives of the 
children; it adds to the effectiveness 
of the inteHectual side of the work— 
in a word it removes or lessens the 
obstacles that ‘Interfere with — the 
smooth running of the educational 
machine—it therefore gives every 
school child a better chance to be- 
come a useful citizen of the state, 
Qualifications ot the Medical Inspector 

He should -be possessed of many 
qualifications, both personal and pro- 
fessional. He should have wide ex- 
perience, great tact, large ormpnthios 3, 


and a natural inclination for th 
class of work. Professionally his 
education is of importance, A pre- 


vious experie hee 48 a house surgeon 
in one of the larger hospitals would 
be of great service, and if he has had 
an opportunity of becoming acquaint- 
ed withthe practical ‘methods and 
routine of the special departments 
concerned with diseases of the eye, 
ear, nose, throat and skin, he is very 
much more-valuabie. A few years 
of work in ptivate practice would be 
necessary. If he has had en oppor- 
tunity of spending a few months or & 
year in the public health service, so 
much-+the better. 

Duties of the Medical Inspector. 

He should énstruct all public school 
teachers regarding physical defects of 
children, contagious diseases, and the 
recognitiOn:of Ali¢ge conditions, We 
recommend that booklets, similar to 
the accompanying. copy, used by the 
Massachussetts Boar of Edueation, 
be placed in the hands of every tea- 
cher. 

The mediea! school inspector should 
obtain formation regarding the 
jealth and physical condition of 
each and every pupil in attendanee, 
whether he gaims this information a6 
the result of his own examinations or 
by confloningethe examination forms

Such chil- 
dren as are found ailing are to be re- 
ferred to the parents with suitable 
notification and instructions to con- 
sult the family doctor. Further, he 
| should examine all absentees on their 
return to school. 

He should give every child a com- 
plete physical examination on admis- 
sion to gchool and all those pupils at 
| present in attendance should also be

THE NAVAL DEBATE. 

Parliament has at lust finished with 
the naval debate. In the show-<lown 
the menybers voted probably just as 
they would have voted six months 
ago.

A BABY PICKPOCKET. 


Pretty Little London Girl is Under 


Arrest. 


London, Ont., March 4—The police 
have in custody a pretty little girl of 
eight years of age, who is supposed to ve 
an accompalised purse thief—daring and 
most successful. She was arrested in a 
London store, and has lately been in the 
care of Inspector Sanders. It was only 
after five hours of close questioning that 
she gave information which would con- 
nect her with the offences charged. It 
is believed that her method ‘was to com« 
down town in the afternoons, visit the 
larger stores and steal purses from the 
chatelaines of lady customers, Her 
eleven-year-old brother was a short time 
ago sentenced to three years in the refor- 
matory for a series of the cleverest bur- 
glaries that have ever been committed in 
this city. The girl will appear before 
the Police Magistrate tomorrow in the 
Juvenile Court. 


EDISON GETS INJUNCTION. 


4s Now in Supreme Control of the Manu. | 
facture of Moving Picture Films. 


New York, March 14—In a decision 
handed down today by the United States 
Cireuit Court for the southern district 
of New York in a suit against three mem- 
bers of moving picture films for show 
purposes, the rights of the Edison Com- 
pany to the exclusive exploitation of the 
“canned drama” field are again affirmed. 

The decision grants temporary injunc- 
tions against the only. two New York 
companies still making films for general 
use which had failed to obtain the Edi- 
son Company's approval before advert is- 
ing their wares, It brings to an end a 
warfare over patent rights that has ex- 
tended through eleven years, and leaves 
the Motion Pictures Patents Company, 
an Edison holding corporation, in su- 
preme control, 

NEW. DISEASE OF APPENDIX. 
A Malady Which Deceives Doctors— 
Seems to Exist in Stomach or 
Intestines. 


London, March 14—A fresh series of 
indictments was brought against the ap- 
pendix as a’cause of human suffering at 
a meeting of the Royal Society of Medi- 
cine today. Twenty-four operation cases, 
in which the chief symptoms were stom- 
ach pains due to an unrecognized diseas® 
of the appendix, were described. In fif- 
teen cases the operation was undertaken 
for a supposed ulcer, either in the sto:n- 
ach or in the adjoining intestines, only 
to find that these parts were normal, 
while the appendix was diseased. Dr. 
Herbert J, Paterson, who head a paper on 
the subject, suggested the name appen- 
dicular gastralgia for the new disease on 
account of its most prominent symptom, 
a stomach pain due to the disease of the 
appendix, 


FIRE IN WINNIPEG FACTORY. 


Considerable Damage Done to Stock of 
Glass and Sashes. 


Winnipeg, March 13—Damages estim- 
ated at $1,500 was caused by a fire which 
oceurrea here Sunday on the premises of 
J. C, Graham, wholesale lumber merch- 
ant. When the firemen arrived the build- 
ing was well alight, but strenuous work 
of the brigade confined the break to one 
floor, the fire being extinguished in three-, 
quarters of an hour. Datnage was prin- 
cipally done to stock of glass and sashes, 
amongst which the blaze originated from 
some unknown cause. Mr. Graham being 
away at the coast, particulars of insur- 
ance ate not available,

BASEBALL. 
REGINA FANS ARE BUSY. 

Regina, March 11—Baseball supporters 
are getting busy with a vengeance. It is 
now upto the citizens of the capital as 
to whether or not Regina’ will have a 
good strong team this season, At a meet- 
ang cf the directorate on Wednesday, 
Manager “Roxy’’ Walters gave in his re- 
port regarding the getting together of a 
pennant winning team.

MARATHON. 
LJUNGSTROM WINS AT NEW YORK. 

New York, March 15—Gusta Ljunz- 
strom, the sawed-off Swedish champion 
distance runner won the twenty-mile 
professional race at Madison Square 
Garden tonight. He breezed into a sen- 
sational victory from seven world’s great- 
est distance runners and shattered all re- 
cords for this distance. He won by two 
and a half laps from Paul Acoose of 
Grenfell, Canada, and set a new world’s 
record of one hour forty minutes and 
fifty-eight and three-fifths seconde. 

The best time ever recorded before for 
20 miles in any kind of a race was one 
hour, fifty-three minutes and forty-two 
seconds by Lenhurst, one of England’s 
premier distance runners, Acoose also 
came under the old record, while Jim 
Crowley, the powerful Celt, was third, a 
lap and a quarter in the rear of the 
Canadian Indian, Percy Sellen of To- 
ronto was fourth, while Fortunatio 
Zanti, the Italian champion, walked (n 
a poor fifth. Fred Meadows who was 
heavily backed gained a lap on his en- 
tire field before the fifth mile had been 
covered but in the seventh mile he be- 
came subject to coughing fits that subse- 
quently compelled his retirement, Frank 
Clarke of County Mayo, Ireland, at- 
tempted to stick to Meadows during the 
first mile and a half ,and he dropped out. 
Thure Johansen, Swedish runner ran 
well up among the leaders for fifteen 
miles, but in the sixteenth his right 
ankle weakened. He could bear the 
strain for but a half mile more when he 
strolled off the track. 

Ljungstrom equalled Meadow’s record 
for 11 miles, and thereafter the records 
began to topple. Every mark from the 
Ith to the 20th with the exception of the 
15th was surpassed. At the fifteenth mile 
Ljungstrom was only two-fifths of a sec- 
ond behind Meadows’ record. 

From the 16th mile on Ljungstrom bet- 
tered the previous runs by more than 
five minutes, First Crowley’s record 
for 16 miles went overboard and then 
Holmes’ mark for 17 miles was bettered, 
by more than five minutes. Shrubb’s re- 
cords for the last few miles were put in 
the shade,

blood had been lost that it was impos- 
sible to save his Jife and he died this 
nrorning at 4 ©'clock. 

There will be no inquest as Mr. 
Morris made a statement ‘before he 
died saying that the shooting was 
purely accidenta) and that no person 
was to blame. 

In the excitement of the chase of the 
coyotte it is supposed that the gun that 
was left cocked went off when Mr. Clarke 
stumbled, and as Mr. Morrie was in 
the lead he received the whole charge. 
The wound, which was a large one, was 
in the upper part of his thigh. As several 
blood vessela were destroyed it was “m- 
possible to stop the flow of blood until 
he was admitted to the hospital. 

Mr. Morris came to Edmonton six 
years ago from Lugia, Scotland. He was 
employed in the dry goods department 
of Revillon Bros, for three years and for 
the last three years had bee with his 
brother in the real estate business here 
He leaves a wife and four children at 
163 Fifth street. He was a lieutenant in 
the 101st Regiment and the funeral which 
will take place Thursday afternoon will 
be attended by members of this regi- 
ment.

require approximately seven months’ 
work in order to give each pupil a 
single examination. In addition there 
must be allowed the time for the rou- 
tine daily school inspection, It con- 
sideration of this, if medical inapec- 
tion is to be efficient and effective it 
is clear that an adequate salary must 
be assigned to the position. We be- 
lieve that the medical school inspec- 
tor should devote his whole tim’ to 
his official duties as such and should 
not engage in general practice and 
should not preserioe nor treat except 
as stated above. 

We not with pleasure and satisfac. 
tion that the Edmonton school board 
has adopted medical inspection for 
schools of the city. This action we 
heartily commend and endorse. 

In conclusion, we realize the mere 
or less incompleteness of these sug- 
gestions as the work is largely one 
of numerous details, yet we trust that 
the points enumerated and touched 
upon may be of assistance in the en- 
deavor to place medical inspection in 
the publie schools of Edmonton upon 
a sound and systematic basis,
